In regard to the use of oil in reducing 
the mosquito pest, especially in the ma- 
laria sections of the country, the officials 


of the United States Public Health Service 
make the announcement as to the cost of 
these operations in one of the Southern 
States. The officials say: 


“During the summer of 1914, according 


to a recent bulletin of the United States 
Public Health Service, six and one-half 
miles of streams near Roanoke Rapids, 
N. C., were oiled at a cost of $300. Three 
thousand gallons of oil were used in the 
process. The mill owners of Roanoke 
Rapids are so satisfied with the reduction 
of malaria prevalence among their em- 
ployees that they will repeat the process 
during the coming year. Local conditions 
made drainage impracticable and too ex- 
pensive, therefore pools, ponds and other 
bodies of stagnant water which were act- 
ing as. mosquito breeders were 
The bulletin referred to points out that 
kerosene, or some other agent which will 
kill the mosquito larvae, may be substi- 
tuted for drainage under certain condi- 
tions, but oiling as an anti-mosquito meas- 
ure must be so satisfactorily performed 
at all times that no chance is afforded 
mosquito larvae to reach maturity.

“The United States Public Health Serv- 
ice is actively pushing a propaganda of 
mosquito eradication for the control of 
malarial fever. Many State and munici- 
pal health authorities are co-operating in 
this work. Malaria is a wholly prevent- 
able disease causing enormous economic 
loss every year in many part of the Uni- 
ted States, and educational bulletins such 
as the one quoted above are doing much 
to make chills and fever a thing of the 
past.” 


Catania Bergamot Oil Industry. 


The Catania district of Italy exports 
annually about 150,000 pounds of berga- 
mot oil, the wholesale price of which at 
present is quoted at $2.30 a pound. In 
connection with this information sent to 
the Commerce Department, there is a re- 
view of the bergamot industry of Italy, 
which discusses the method of growing 


trees and extracting oil from the berga- 


mot orange. The statement is made that 
the bergamot orange is grown solely for 
the essential oil that is obtained from the 
peel, and the claim is further made that 
this bergamot orange will not grow with 
any degree of success except in the dis- 
trict of Calabria, on the Italian mainland, 
on a small section of land that faces 
Mount Etna.

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At a meeting of the Washington Branch 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, February 26, 1915, Dr. H. P. Hynson 
of Baltimore made the broad statement 
that the indiscriminate sale and use of 
habit-forming drugs had long had a ten- 
dency to bring pharmacy into disrepute, 
and he believed that it is the duty of 
pharmacists and physicians to make every 
slight sacrifice for the benefit of humanity 
and to “make records of. everything, even 
forgetting about the exemptions.” The 


idea he sought to convey was that some 


of the advocates of the law had suggested 
that pharmacists should keep these drugs 
in separate cases in order to make sure 
that every article, whether exempted under 
the law or not, would be under easy con- 
trol of the manager of every drug house, 
to the end that the law shall be strictly 
enforced rather than seeking ways to obey 
the law in the easiest manner possible. 

Dr. Kebler’s discussion was based upon 
his long service in. efforts to promote the 
development of the present law and the 
campaign against habit-forming drugs 
which was conducted under the general 
food and drugs act. Dr. Kebler said that 


the Bureau of Chemistry has collected a. 


vast amount of valuable information which 
would be of great use to the medical fra- 
ternity if the facts were known, particu- 
larly in regard to the indiscriminate sell- 
ing of habit-forming drugs. 


Emergency Revenue Law Ruling on Tooth 
and Mouth Washes. 


special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 26, 1915. 


In connection with the decisions, in- 
structions and information promulgated 
by the United States Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue relative to the enforcement 
of the emergency revenue law of October 


22, 1914, the commissioner has given out 


the following instructions to collectors of 
internal revenue. 

In regard to tax payment and stamping 
listerine, peroxide of hydrogen and simi- 
lar compounds under Schedule B of the 
law, the commissioner gives the follow- 
ing instructions: 

“The attention of this office has been 
called to the fact that deputy collectors, 
inspectors and other officers connected 
with the Internal Revenue Service are in- 
terpreting the statute approved October 
22, 1914, and the Treasury decisions there- 
under, relative to tooth and mouth washes, 
in a widely diversified manner, and fre- 


quently with considerable harshness as_ 


regards tax payment and stamping by re- 
tailers, 


“In regard thereto, the attention of such 
officers is called to the fact that listerine, 
peroxide of hydrogen, glycothymoline and 
many other. such compounds held to be tax- 


able under Treasury decisions Nos. 2095 and 


2104 have many medicinal uses other than 
for washing the teeth and mouth, and it 
is desired, therefore, that this fact be 
recognized and the law be enforced with 
as little harshness or friction as possible. 
Where such preparations are found in the 
dentifrice department in the usual denti- 
frice sizes of retail stores and the same 
were in the hands of wholesale and retail 
dealers on December 1, 1914, but of which 
they were not the manufacturers, it is 
thought that such preparations should be 
tax paid and stamped by the retailer. Such 
compounds, however, in larger containers 
found in the prescription department of 
retail stores need not be tax paid and 
stamped unless portions thereof are sold 
to customers as tooth and mouth washes, 


in which case such portions only should 


be tax paid and stamped. -The words 
“tooth and mouth wash,” however, should 
be blotted or stricken from the labels on 
the larger bottles in the prescription de- 
partment. 


“As regards the product of the factories 
shipped on and after December 1, 1914, 
it is thought that instructions contained 
in Treasury decisions Nos. 2095 and 2104 
are sufficiently explicit for the guidance 
of such manufacturers. 


“Collectors of internal revenue and reve- 
nue agents are desired to instruct all em- 
ployes engaged in field work accordingly.”

LAW AND REGULATIONS RELATING 
TO OPIUM, ETC. 


This new law is now operative, and 
those dealers and users affected have 
for the most part registered under its 
provisions. It is too soon to know if 
its good intentions will be carried out 
to the extent of expectation, but if so its 
benefits will be far-reaching. 

Every effort is being put forth my 
many countries to eradicate the. indis- 
criminate use of opium and its prepara- 
tions, one of the greatest curses of civil- 
ization: Regulation of recent years has 


been persistent and to a great extent 


successful. 


China is using every effort to free 


its people from the opium habit by 
regulating the growth of the poppy 
plant, reducing the acreage one-fenth 
each year, so that in: about five years 
its growth will be entirely prohibited, in 
fact some provinces of China have al- 
ready prohibited the cultivation of the 
plant and the former poppy fields are 
to be planted to rice. Cultivators dis- 
obeying this prohibition will have the 
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plants destroyed, the land confiscated, 
and the offender punished. China no 
longer permits importation from India 
and China’s_ restrictive measures 
against the importation and the use 
of opium by her people have met 
with much success in abating the 
habit of opium smoking, for this is 
the method used exclusively. Using 
opium or its derivatives internally or 
hypodermically is never practiced in 
China. For a number of years regu- 


lation by the government and an educa- 


tional campaign by anti-opium societies 
have very materially decreased the num- 
ber of smokers of the drug and the habit 
which formerly was practiced openly 
and universally is now considered a dis- 
grace and the time is: close at hand 
when its use will be entirely discon- 
tinued. 
Opium-smoking, when indulged in 
very moderately, is not very harmful, 
and I have known several of our Chinese 


citizens that have used it for twenty- 


five years and have now discontinued 
the practice and seem not to have suf- 
fered in health. At least 90 per cent. 
of former users among our Chinese -in- 
habitants have stopped the practice. The 
cheap and inferior quality of smoking 
opium made by using the ash or dregs 
called Yen Shee, which is collected 
from the bow! of the pipe and used to 
adulterate and cheapen the article and 
used by the very poor Chinese, is more 
disastrous in its effect. A high morphia 
content is not the essential feature for 


the making of a good quality of smoking 


opium. 


This new law now operative through- 


out the United States will make it pos- 
sible for the authorities to very accu- 
rately know the trading in opium and 
its derivatives in all its details, and this 
information will make it quite possible 
to regulate its misuse, and all persons 
registered under the provisions of the 
new law should give it the most earnest 
support and lend their aid to abolish 
the use of habit-forming drugs. 

The smoking of opium is by no means 
free from ill effects, but the use of 


opium and derivatives internally and 


hypodermically, as practised by too large 
a proportion of the natives of this coun- 
try, is attended by very terrible results. 
It is to be regretted that some beneficial 
provision is not undertaken by Govern- 
mental authority to aid the many un- 
fortunates addicted to the use of opium, 
other than to prevent them securing the | 
drug, particularly the class of very poor 
users having their supply stopped will 
render them a menace to society. If it 
were possible to treat them as would 
be done if diseased, by free hospital 
treatment, much good could be accom- 
plished. | 

Many of these outcasts of society, 
some quite young, have fallen so low. 
and not having the means to purchase 
and use the drug in the accustomed way, 
use a dropper to apply to self-inflicted 
cut, with a pocket knife or even a pin, 
also Heroin is used as a snuff.

CONDITIONS IN A STATE FOOD 
DEPARTMENT UNDER CIVIL 
SERVICE. 
By LUCY DOGGETT GABEL. 


As civilization advanced methods of 
deception also became more ingenious. 
The various States have accordingly 
found it desirable to establish so-called 
pure food departments. These, prop- 
erly conducted by a qualified coterie of 
men, as they are in some States, pro- 
tect the citizens against adulterated and 
misbranded foods and drugs, or such as 
are of less value than represented, or 
below weight. 

Having had fourteen years’ experience 
in this kind of work, I have had plenty - 
of time and opportunity to make ob- 
servations. There have been since [| 
held the position of chemist in the Food 
Department of one of our leading 
States, some politicians with nothing 
else to recommend them to office for 
service to the State except they had - 
rendered “valuable service” to the party 
for which they were workers. There 
were tailors, real estate men, farmers, 
musicians and haberdashers, and these 
raw recruits were supposed immediately 
to take hold of the important work of 
food and stock food inspection and 
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enforcement. There was a varied as- 
sortment of chemists, some who grad- 
uated from the best universities and 


some who had never been long to a 


university of standing. Some of these 
men wished to be managers only and 
some were anxious to do the labora- 
tory work. Some of these men had 
passed competitive State civil service 
examinations and some _ had _ never 
passed. I have in mind a man termed 
“Doctor” by courtesy, who holds a 
position during the present commis- 
sioners’ tenure of office who had never 


graduated at any university of stand- 


ing, was neither an M. D. nor a Doctor 


of Science, had failed to pass a State 


competitive civil service examination 
for the position he was holding, and 
yet, he was chief chemist in the State 
Food Commission for a period of six 
months. He was also qualified during 
the commissioners’ tenure of office as 
an expert witness by. the president of 
the Civil Service Board against a highly 
educated man occupying a State civil 
service position. This same man so 
termed doctor has aspired to two more 
scientific positions in the same depart- 
ment, and held one without examina- 
tion for over six months, and his name 
does not appear on any eligible civil 
service list for either of the two exam- 
inations which have been given. Such 
leniency to one individual could not 
have been accorded unless there were 
“some niggers in the woodpile,” and 
would not have been tolerated by any 
reputable business house out of politics. 
The party in power then talks about 


their working for the good of the peo- ° 


ple at large. This is bunk, they should 
have said, for the good of the party at 
large. The Democrats haven’t been in 
power for so long, there must be some 
half-starved ones among them. 

Why couldn’t that State have pro- 
cured a man from a reputable university 
to take this man’s place, for these men 
would have rendered better service than 
this man who was a political protege. 
This man happened to be a _ good 
“mouther,” sly as a fox and carried an 
assuming way about him which blinded 
the public to his glaring scientific igno- 
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rance. The heads of our Health De- 


partments and: Food Commissions should 
be men of affairs, a lawyer, doctor, bac- 
teriologist or chemist who combines a 
business sense with special educational 
training. The Governor of one of our 
supposedly most advanced States ap- 
pointed after his election a real estate 
man to the head of the State Food 
Commission, for he was a_ valuable 
asset to the party. This Commissioner 
hobnobs with men of high repute in 
the food law world; it shows he has at 
least a desire to be in good company. 
Many were shocked at the State Food 
Commissioner’s appointment, and you 
might have heard the interrogation then, 
Where did the Governor find him? If 
it is the Governor’s desire to reward his 
political henchmen by the present of an 
office, why doés he not put a real estate 
man on a real estate board and a grain 
man on a grain board? 
find efficient men in the party in power 
to step into appointive offices let us go 
to some other party and find him. 
These departments should feel it a 
disgrace in this age of enlightenment 
to have men at the heads of these de- 


‘partments who when they first arrive 


have to be taught the rudiments of their 
office as a baby to nurse a bottle, and 
they necessarily have to procure a scien- 
tific man in their department to write 
their bulletins and furnish them with 
their ideas for their reports. Of course 
it goes without saying that there must 
be some efficient men in the department 
to help carry the men of political 
“berth” along. There are some men of 
science who have a strong political 
leaning and there are politicians ably 
equipped for the scientific work they 
are performing, but this is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. Why not 
save the State’s money in salaries and 
traveling expenses and put the man 
who combines business sagacity with 
scientific training at the head of the 


State Food Department, that is, the 


man who writes the bulletin and gives 
the ideas for the reports. The above- 
mentioned food commissioner placed 
three of his friends in the commission 
as chemists, not long after his arrival. 
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One didn’t know the formula for com- 
mon salt or for sodium hydroxide. The 
head chemist did have the courage to 
decline to accept these men for chemical 


work. The commissioner also had two 


people who did stenography in his de- 
partment who had, so far as we could 
learn, not passed the State civil service 
examination, and despite the fact that 
there was an eligible list at that time. 
The president of the State Civil Service 
Board is supposed also to know of the 
efficiency of appointees. These igno- 
rant political heads make a great noise 
in proportion to their ignorance, . en- 
deavor to have their name spread broad- 
cast over the State. Even the inspect- 
ors know it is to their advantage to 
advertise the name of the head of the 
department. We find the deeply edu- 
cated man not so sure that his way is 
the best, for his knowledge is broad and 
that makes him less egotistical. We do 
not want political heads of these depart- 
ments when there is an important 
meeting of scientific men to nearly al- 
ways be absent on account of sickness, 
except at the wind-up, and then come 
in in a great éclat, or else generally 


have some very important business call 


when matters of scientific purport are 
buzzing in his office and turns this part 
of it over to his “Man Friday.” Do away 
with what amounts to an ignoramous 
among scientific men and put the man 
who does the real work at the head of 
the department. ‘The unqualified one 
is only a figurehead for whose educa- 
tion the State has to pay. He is not 
for scientific men capable 


these conditions are done away with 
then we will not have so many political 
attaches working overtime around elec- 
tion time, for they will then know that 
there is no job in view for him. 

The complaint of the active politi- 
cian against the university man is that 
he is theoretical, that he is impractical. 


Within his heart the political office- 


holder fears the university man, for the 
university man has already the theoreti- 
cal, and with his trained mind he can 
acquire the practical readily, and then 
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a new system would be inaugurated and 
the politician knows that he would then 
be relegated to the scrap heap where he 
belongs. Real. advancement and civil- 
ization come slowly and the active poli- 
tician in politics solely as a business 
proposition has stood long in the way 
of progress in food legislation and food 
law enforcement. When examinations 
are given for experts in any section of 
the country, there should not frequently be 
that exclusion of non-resident educated 
men; merit should prevail, and if a man in 
Florida can pass a better. examination and 


can perform his duties better than a Mass- 
achusetts man in Massachusetts where the 


examination is given, the Florida man 


should be appointed. In ‘many scientific 
positions the matter of a vacancy in a de- 
partment is kept quiet until the resigning 
incumbent can notify some of his friends of | 
the vacancy. This does not often get the 
best man for the place. The vacancy should 
be advertised and made public in some rep- 
utable scientific journal and _ scientifically 
competent men generally should be given a 
chance. | 
Whenever you educate a man you liberate 
him. Education comes from many different 
channels, from our schools, universities, 
public meetings, newspapers, journals and 
even women’s clubs. Let us hope that when 
our women’s clubs assemble to hear experts 
on different questions they will not be lulla- 
bied into silence by a political henchman 
with much buncombe and a gift for pleasan- 
tries and social niceties.. When they have 
a man address them on scientific topics they 
have a right to examine his credentials to 
see if he is really a man of education and if 
he has graduated from any reputable uni- 
versity and if he has passed competitive 
civil service examinations. we 


Why is it we find insanitary manufac- 
turing houses in several States? Not be- 
cause the manufacturer is ignorant—No. 
The manufacturers know that there is an 
unscientific and incompetent man at the 
head of the Food Commission. These man- 
ufacturers make it their business to establish 
themselves on a friendly relationship with 
these commissioners. No wonder we hear 


of suits non-prossed. The political hench- 


man is very likely to play a game of trick- 
ery and chemistry. By and by the methods 
of. these political tricksters will be looked 
upon as a relic of barbarism. Better en- 
forcement of food and health laws will ob- 
tain when we place conscientious scientific 
business men at the head of our State Food 
Commissions and our Boards of Health. 
Civil service if properly enforced is unques- 
tionably better than the old political spoils 
system. 
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DISTILLED WATER AND PHYSIO- 
LOGICAL SALT SOLUTION.

I wonder how many of my profes- 
sional brethren are at this late date 
still deceiving themselves by believing 
that distilled water and sterile water are 
synonymous terms, or that sterile water 
must of necessity be distilled water. 
This thought has often occurred to me 
of late.. Since the advent of Salvarsan 
and its hydrochloride, Neosalvarsan, 
the attention of the medical world has 
been called to the unforeseen, often dis- 
astrous results, that have occasionally 
followed the intravenous administration 
of these remedies. Various causes have 
been assigned and no doubt sometime 
faulty technique has been responsible, 
but it remained for Wechselmann in his 
“Wasserfehler” to point out that dis- 
tilled water’ is not always as pure an 
article as we had expected it to be. 

It is hardly necessary to give a defini- 
tion of distillation here, and the U. S. P. 
requirements of Aqua destillata are very 
good, and no. doubt satisfactory for all 
ordinary purposes. But when we, as 
happens almost daily in hospital prac- 
tice, are called upon to furnish water 
for hypodermoclysis, physiological salt 
solutions or Salvarsan solutions, for 
intravenous administration, the first and 
most important requirement of such 
water is this: It must be absolutely 
sterile, and this means sterilization in 
its fullest term. 

Webster defines sterile thus: Free 
from all reproductive spores or germs. 
Sterilize: .To destroy all spores or 
germs as by heat, so as.to prevent the 
development of bacterial or other or- 
ganism. And this also is virtually the 
gist of the definitions in all the medical 
dictionaries I have been consulting. 
This, however, is not nearly explana- 
tory enough to satisfactorily cover the 
subject: We must add a_ nontoxic 
clause if the water is to be used for 
intravenous medication for, as .Wech- 
selmann has pointed out, it is not 
enough that all bacteriz and spores are 


killed, the biproducts of these, the endo- — 
toxins, must also be removed before the — 
water can be considered safe. To show 
the importance some European .workers 


have attached to the necessity of using 


absolutely pure water I am going to 


quote from an article by A. G. Bardelean 
in Miinchener Medicinische Wachen- 
schrift. First Bardelean had had occa- 
sion to examine various samples of dis- 
tilled water, twelve in number to be cor- 
rect, and taking it for granted that the 


water had been kept with usual care, it. 


is rather surprising to read that in only 
two samples did he find less than 
100,000 germs per cc. From that up 
to 6,050,000 per cc. Imagine such water 
being employed to carry medication di- 
rectly into the blood stream. He there- 
fore suggests the following procedure 
to obtain a pure water: Fill a large 
bottle (10 to 15 litres capacity) with 


ordinarily distilled water, make this 


distinctly though but weakly alkaline 
with sodium or potassium hydroxide 
about 5 centigram per litre. Now add 


enough potassium permanganate to pro- 


duce a deep red or violet coloration. Set 
aside for a longer period—about one- 


half year (time will be shorter if fluid 


is exposed to direct sunlight, which will 
hurry oxidation). By means of a si- 
phon carefully draw off a_ desired 
amount and distil. Do not fill retort 
more than four-fifths. Reject the first 
and last quarter and receive the sec- 
ond and third in a clean vessel of Jena 


glass or platinum. As this distillate 


still contains ammonia compounds he 
now adds sufficient K or NaH:SQ: to 
slight acidity and redistills. Of this 
again only the second and third quarter 
is reserved. Water thus prepared: is 
free from all organic and inorganic im- 
purities, of course always provided that 
the necessary care has been taken that 
all apparatus used was scrupulously 
clean. The author suggests that the 
condenser be of quartz, glass or pla- 
tinum, but tin or’ Jena glass may be 
used, as Jena glass with constant use 


is affected less and less by water. 


A more simplified method is sug- 
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gested by the same author. Add to 
ordinarily distilled water sufficient po- 
tassium permanganate to give a red 
solution and add a few drops of con- 
centrated sulphuric acid. Allow to 
stand two or three days, then boil 


briskly for ten to fifteen minutes to ex-. 


pel volatile impurities and then set 
aside to settle. Decant carefully into 
retort, fill about four-fifths and distill 
over a slow fire, rejecting the first and 
last portions. To the portion saved, 


add barium hydroxide (25 cc. saturated 


solution to 1000 cc. water) and redistill, 
following instructions as above in ob- 
taining distillate. This is again dis- 
tilled under the same condition except 
that no chemical is added. Special at- 
tention is called to the atmosphere in 
the laboratory; good ventilation is in- 


sisted upon to avoid an excess of CO: 


or other gaseous impurities, and smo- 
king is of course absolutely prohibited. 
I have quoted from Bardelean’s article 
rather extensively, but only to show 
“pro primo” to what painstaking care 
many research workers and scientists go 
to obtain desired results, and the im- 
portance attached by them to the neces- 


sity in this case of a reliable medium > 
to carry medication when intended for 


direct introduction into blood vessels. 
Pro secundo: That our generally ac- 
cepted idea that Aqua destillata (as we 
usually find it) is a perfectly safe and 
harmless vehicle for intravenous medi- 
cation, is all wrong. Now, I do not 
expect any of the readers of this article 
to emulate the precepts of Bardelean. 
In fact, I rather expect a few to con- 
sider his procedures as something to 


laugh about. Be that as it may—the 


fact remains that too much care cannot 
be exercised in the selection of a vehicle 


to be used in intravenous medication. 


Before giving the method employed by 
myself in the preparation of physiologi- 
cal salt solution, as used in this hos- 
pital, [I am going to mention an article 
by Karl Taege in a later issue of the 


Miinchener Medicinische Wochenschrift, 
referred to in the Pharmaceutische Zei- 


tung, Nov. 24, 1914. 
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The Freiburg Method is based upon 
the fact that no matter how great the 
bacterial content of a sample of water 
may be, the addition of hydrochloric 
acid renders it sterile in a very short 
time, especially if the water is boiling 
when the acid is added, and that such 
hydrochloric acid water will remain 
sterile indefinitely no matter how care- 
lessly covered. Taege then suggests 
that the saline solution be prepared, not 
by dissolving sodium chloride in water, 
but by using water to which HCl has 
been added in such amount that when 
later it is neutralized by NaOH we 
have an approximate physiological salt 
solution. The process seems admirably 
to adapt itself to the administration of 
Salvarsan as this chemical needs an acid 
medium for solution, after which add 
decinormal NaOH solution until the 
precipitate produced by the last drop 
just dissolves upon slight shaking. It 
is of course impossible to use water in 
this method which contains Ca, Mg, Fe, 
or Mn, as these elements would precipi- 
tate on the addition of NaOH. While 
water prepared in this way does not 
come up to the requirements as pro- 
posed by Wechselmann, yet the author 
claims that in over two and one-half 
years of actual use of saline solutions 
thus prepared used in thousands of | 
cases, no untoward results have oc- 
curred, and he explains this by suggest- 
ing that the HCl reduces the bacterial 
biproducts mostly to amino acids which, ; 
as a fundamental part of every albumi- 
noid, are harmless when introduced into 
the blood stream. Should this process 
prove acceptable, and it certainly seems 
based on sound reasoning, it will at 
once raise a heavy load of responsibility 
from the shoulders of the laboratory 
workers, many of whom, I doubt not, 
often question the purity or source of 
their distilled water, particularly when 
they must depend upon the statements 
of a commercial firm as to its fitness 
for use. In the meantime I have for 
three years or so placed my dependence 
on safety in the use of salt solutions 
for. intravenous use, either simple or 
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carrying medication, upon extreme care 
in every detail, and absorbent catton. I 
have’ in the laboratory a still of about 
two gallons capacity and in obtaining 
distilled water for my salt solutions (in 
fact it is a precaution I always observe) 
I reject the first half gallon or so that 
comes over after which I use one or 
more previously sterilized flasks as re- 
ceivers. The usual quantities prepared 
are 1000 or 2000 cc. and the flasks con-; 
tain the requisite quantity of NaCl, 9 
grams per 1000 cc. After the flasks are 
filled the salt dissolved (which is auto- 
matically done by the hot water) and 
closed by means of a plug of sterile ab- 
sorbent cotton, I place them in a steam 
sterilizer and keep them there under 
ordinary pressure about two hours. At 
the same time I keep in the dry air 
sterilizer a similar number of flasks and 
a funnel, exposed to a temperature of 
between 240 degrees and 260 degrees F. 
At the end of the two hours, or as soon 
thereafter as the flasks can be han- 
dled, I strain the hot saline solution 
into the fresh sterile flasks through 
sterile absorbent cotton. Stopper the 
flasks with plugs of similar cotton and 


the solution is ready for use. The two 


hours in the steam sterilizer I believe 
is quite time enough to. drive off any 
volatile impurities should any such re- 
main after distillation. 

In sterilizing cotton I employ the 
Tyndahl method of fractional steriliza- 


tion covering a period of about ten 


days, afterward keeping the cotton in a 
sterile container covered with a layer of 
cotton. When we remember the extra- 
ordinary retentive property of cotton 
for alkaloidal solutions, it having been 
proven that it will retain up to 75 per 


cent. of an individual alkaloid, and we 


furthermore know that a plug of cot- 
ton in the top of a test tube will posi- 
tively exclude ingress and growth in a 
known culture medium, you can hardly 
blame me if I place the same reliance 
in it to remove and retain the dead bac- 
terial bodies and their derivatives from 
a solution strained through it and in- 
asmuch that during the entire period 


with a very large amount of saline solu- 
tion thus prepared having been used 


for Salvarsan administration both in- 
travenously and intraspinally without 


any but favorable results, I believe I am 
justified when I claim that this method 
is as near perfect, considering time and 
effort, as we can make it.

Koumiss—This drink is similar to 
kephir, made from mare’s milk, by the 
inhabitants of southern Russia and of 
Siberia. The active organisms are a 
yeast, a lactic acid bacillus and another 
species of. bacterium which appears to 


be characteristic of Koumiss and which. 


appears. to be active only in the associa- 
tion with the other organisms, thus also 
indicating a mutualistic association. The 
fermented milk contains lactic acid and 
alcohol. | 

Soya Sauce-——This Chinese satice or 
relish is made from the fermented soya 
bean (Glycine hispida). The beans are 
boiled and mixed with parched wheat 
meal and acted upon by the fungus 
Aspergillus oryzae. This is then mixed 
with salt and water and allowed to fer- 
ment, sometimes for a year. The prod- 
uct assumes a rich brown color and a 
characteristic aroma. 
bags and an almost clear juice is ex- 
pressed, which is then further clarified 
and pasteurized. In the second or long 
process of fermentation, several organ- 
isms are active, along with A.. oryzae,.as 


Saccharomyces soya, Bacillus soya and 


Sarcna hamayucha. 
Mazun.—This, like kephir and kou- 


miss, is fermented milk, usually of the 


cow and goat, and is much used in 
Armenia. The active organisms are a 
yeast, a bacillus apparently identical 
with B. subtilis and several lactic acid 
bacteria. 

Leban.—This sour, aromatic drink is 
closely similar to mazun and is made 
from boilt buffalo’s, cow’s and goat’s 
milk, in Egypt. It is said to contain 
less alcohol than kephir. Five different 


organisms, evidently mutualistically as- | 


It is then put in. 
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sociated, are active in Leban fermenta- 
tion; a Streptococcus which coagulates 
milk and forms lactic acid from lactose, 
another bacillus, a Diplococcus which 
ferments glucose, saccharose and mal- 
tose, a streptococcus which hydrolyses 
lactose and another yeast organism 
which can ferment glucose and maltose 
but not lactose. _ 

Ginger Beer—tThis is a_ fermented 
sugar solution to which ginger is added. 
The essential fermenting organisms are 
a Saccharomyces (S. pyriformis) and 
Bacillus vermiforme Mvycoderma aceti 
is also present. The two essential or- 
ganisms are evidently in close mutual- 
istic relationship. The drink resulting 
from the fermentation of saccharine so- 
lution is acid and effervescing. The 
so-called “ginger beer plant’ which is 
simply a mass or matrix of the active 
organisms is used to start a new fer- 
mentation. | | 

Beer and Wie Organisms.—We have 
elsewhere briefly outlined the manu- 
facture of beer and saké. Numerous 
yeast organisms are active in wine, cider 
and in other fruit juice fermentations. 
The student desiring further informa- 
tion is referred to the works by Hansen 
and Jorgensen, which may be found in 
any library of scientific books. Cider 
vinegar and yeast manufacture have 
been mentioned elsewhere, likewise 
cheese making and the significance of 
dairying organisms in cream and in 
butter, etc. 

D. Acid Forming Ferments. 
As is known dilute alcohol upon

standing exposed to air gradually be- 
comes sour, losing its alcohol more and 
more. This is due to ferments which 
act upon the alcohol, splitting it into 
acetic acid and H:O. The organisms 
producing the acid forming enzyme are 
generally classed with the bacteria, 
largely in the group Bacillus, the prin- 
cipal species being Mycoderma (Bacil- 
lus) aceti, B. pasteurianum, B. kutzin- 
gianum, B. oxydans, and B. acetosum. 
The yeast Saccharomyces mycoderma is 
also capable of forming acetic acid. The 
vinegar organisms are most active at 
25° to 30° C. Very slowly active at 
10° C. and killed at temperature but 
slightly above 35° C. The so-called 
mother of vinegar consists of an agglu- 


- tinated mass of vinegar organisms and 


is used as a starter in the manufacture 
of vinegar. Thus far it has not been 
possible to isolate the vinegar ferment 
as has been done with diastase and 
zymase. 


There are acids of non-alcoholic origin 
formed by living ferments such as oxalic 
acid, malic acid, citric acid and others, 
which appear to be derived from sugars 
direct. Citric acid is formed from 
sugars through the activity of two fungi, 
Citromyces pfefferianus and C. glaber. 
Saccharomyces hansen forms oxalic 
acid from mannit and galactose, without 
alcohol formation.

‘THEY ARE.*

There are so many laws and regula- 


tions -at present covering almost every. 


avenue in the practice of pharmacy that 


it seems a strange oversight that the 


vending of fake preparations for medic- 
inal and toilet uses are allowed. The 
methods pursued in their advertisements 
appeal to the laity, from the very con- 
fidential manner in which they are in- 
troduced, a heart to heart talk, implying 
privacy, promising help, and saving of 
money. There is no | privacy, when 
anyone can read the paper; they are 
not helpful, they are worse than use- 
less, and in many instances actually 
harmful to the users. As for saving 
money, they make money for the faking 
manufacturer, and not for the druggist 
that handles them. The public certainly 
pays more than full value for what they 
receive. 

A morning paper to-day (January 21) 
carried 14 such advertisements, an eve- 
ning paper, same date, 25. The Sunday 
issue contains many more, especially in 
the toilet line. 

In our neighborhood the following 
are more often called for: 


Canthrox.—Alkaline mixture of pow- 
dered soap and potassium carbonate. Used 
as shampoo.  50c. 

Cystos.—Boric acid, salts, powdered 
borax. Eyewash. 50c. 

Delatone.—Barium sulphide and _ starch. 
Depilatory. $1.00. | 
Kargon Comp.—Potassium Acetate fl. ex. 
Buchu, glycerine and 18% alcohol. 


Menthol Laxene.—Each fluid ounce con- 
tains 1 grain Heroin, also Ammonium 
chloride mentha and licorice. To be di-

luted as a cough syrup, or administered 
in concentrated form. 75c. 


Mercolized Wax.—Zinc oxide, ammon- 
istered mercury and white petrolatum. 85c.

salpetre. To this is added 1 oz. syrup 
and 8 oz. whiskey. 

Globe Pine Comp.—'%4 oz. pine com- 
pound. Add Glycerine 2 oz. and 8 oz. 


whiskey. .50c. 


Hydroine.—Imagine anyone fearing con-_ 


sumption or having consumption taking 
flavored sugar? Sugar flavored with bal- 
sam is what: Hydroine really is, but when 


you pay $5.00 for the bottle you expect 
‘to get something of a medicinal character. 
There are just two more I will speak 


of—Orrine and Varlex—both used for 
the liquor habit. It is pitiful to take 
money from those who are so unfortu- 
nate as to be burdened with anyone 


subject to that habit, and when they 


have such faith, or at least hope that 
the remedy will help them, and you feel 
it will be of little use, your self respect 
must suffer. 

If you speak against the preparations 
the public will tell you they saw it in 
the paper, and your explanation that 
the advertisement is no proof of value 
does not seem to appeal to them. 

Also there are certain tricks of the 
manufacturers. Some of the boxes con- 
tain coupons. Having purchased two 
boxes from the druggist and obtained 
the coupons, by sending these to the 
manufacturer the buyer gets a box free; 
so the manufacturer would take one- 
third of your sales from you, and as he 
does not receive’ any money for this 
third box, what is his object? These 
inroads on our profession are undigni- 
fied. How can we remedy the situation’

Provisions of the Harrison Narcotic Act. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 11, 1915. 


Your attention is called to the follow- 
ing provisions of the Act of Congress 


of December 17, 1914, commonly known 


as the “Harrison Narcotic Act’’: 


Every person who produces, imports, 
manufactures, compounds, deals in, dis- 
penses, sells, distributes or gives away 
opium or coca leaves, or any compound, 


manufacture, salt, derivative or prep- 


aration thereof, shall register with the 
Collector of Internal Revenue of the 
district, his name or style, place of busi- 
ness and place or places where such 
business is to be carried on. . 


Registration must be made upon the 
enclosed blank form 678, which is to be 
filed in this office on or before March 1, 
1915, and must be accompanied by a 
remittance of thirty-four cents to pay 


the tax up to and including June 30, 
1915. 


It will be unlawful after March 1 to 
sell or otherwise dispose of any of the 
aforesaid drugs except upon the written 
order of the purchaser, which order 
must be made in duplicate upon blanks 
to be secured from this office at the 
rate of $1.00 per 100. These blanks can 
be purchased at this office by persons 
who have previously registered and paid 


the special tax, and by such persons 
only. 


Every person, firm or company dis- 
pensing directly to consumers any of 
the drugs herein referred to, will, on 
March 1, 1915, prepare and keep on 


file an inventory of all such drugs on 


hand at that date. No special form is 
required, but the inventory must fully 
and clearly set forth the quantity of 
each kind of such drugs, preparations 
or remedies on hand at that date. 


Under the provisions of the Act, no 


written order is required for the “dis- 


- pensing or distribution of any of the 


aforesaid drugs to a patient by a phy- 
sician, dentist or veterinary surgeon 
registered under this Act in the course 
of his professional practice only.”’ Rec- 
ord, however, is required to be kept of 
all such drugs so dispensed or dis- 
tributed (except to a patient whom such 
physician, dentist or veterinary surgeon 
shall personally visit), and must show 
the date when such drug is dispensed, 
the kind and quantity dispensed, and 
the name and residence of the patient. 


_ Druggists may dispense or distribute . 
any of the above mentioned drugs upon 
a written prescription issued by a phy- 
sician, dentist or veterinary surgeon 
who is duly registered under this Act 
without requiring the purchaser to ex- 
ecute order blank referred to above. 
Any such prescription, however, shall 
bear the full name of the person issuing 
the same, the date when issued, the 
registry number of the person issuing 
the same, the location of the place of 
business of the issuing party, and the 
name and address of the person for 
whom such prescription is written. 
Druggists and apothecaries must refuse 
to fill any such prescription, unless 
signed as herein required. 


Section 9 of the Act provides that 
any person who violates or fails to 
comply with any of the requirements 
of the Act, shall, on conviction, be 
fined not more than $2000 or be im- 
prisoned not more than five years, or 


both, in the discretion of the court. 


The enclosed blank, when properly 
filled out, should be returned to this of- 
fice accompanied by a remittance by 
postal money order, certified check or 
bank draft upon a San Franicsco bank. 


No checks or drafts upon banks outside 


of San Francisco can be accepted. Un- 
der no circumstances send postage 
stamps, as these cannot be accepted.

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SCIENTIFIC NOTES 


AN EPOCH MAKING DISCOVERY. 


Dr. C. C. Bass, Professor of Tropical 
Diseases in the Tulane University 
(College of Medicine), made the inter- 
esting discovery that patients treated for 
amezbic dysentery recovered from amz- 
biasis of the mouth cavity (pyorrhea 
dentalis and pyorrhea alveolaris, com- 
monly known as Riggs’ disease or 
pyorrhea). Numerous subsequent tests 
have shown that ipecac is a specific for 
ameebiasis not only of the intestinal tract 
but also of the mouth acvity. The usual 
method of treatment was to give hypo- 
dermic injections of emetin hydro- 
chloride in 0.5 grain doses daily for a 
-period of six successive days. The rea- 
son why the ipecac could not be given 
per mouth was because of the emetic 
effect. 


Finding the specific effects of emetin 
on the organisms responsible for the 
condition known as pyorrhea consti- 
tutes the first part of the wonderful and 
epoch-making discovery, the second 
part of the discovery was the use of 
the Alcresta Ipecac Tablets (Lilly), 
which make it possible to administer 
ipecac per mouth in even very large 
doses without producing the slightest 
sensation of nausea. Without going 
into detail we give the summary by 
Dr. Bass, taken from the article enti- 
tled “Pyorrhea Dentalis and Pyorrhea 
Alveolaris; Specific Cause and Treat- 
ment,” in the February 13, 1915, issue 
of the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association : 


Summary. 


1. Pyorrhea dentalis and alveolaris is 
practically a universal disease which leads 
to the loss of the teeth by a long sup- 
purating process. All people have it sooner 
or later. It begins in early adult life or 
earlier. 

2. The specific cause of the disease is 
Endameba buccalis and possibly other spe- 
cies, which infect and destroy the peri- 
dental membrane. The pyorrhea results 
largely from the secondary infection. 

3. The demonstrable endamebas can be 
destroyed by giving ™% grain of emetin 


ipecac tablets 


hydrochlorid hypodermically for three to. 
six successive days. 

4. Apparently equal endamebacidal effect 
is produced by two or three Alcresta 
(Lilly) taken by mouth 
three times a day for four to six succes- 
sive days. 

5. The lesions require variable lengths 
of time to heal, but many could not rea- 
sonably be expected to heal in less than 
several weeks or months. | 

6. The treatment must be repeated from 
time to time until the lesions all heal, on 
account of relapse, or probably reinfection 
of the lesions as a result of the great 
prevalence of the. infection. 

7. Injecting ipecac or emetin into the 
worst lesions ought to be of service and 
can be carried out by patients in many 
instances. 

8. Rinsing the mouth thoroughly with 
solution of the fluid extract of ipecac is 
believed to protect, to some _ extent, 
against reinfection, and actually cures the 


disease in its stage in some.in- 


stances.

A Compend on Bacteriology, Including An- 
imal Parasites.

There is a prejudice against the use of 
quiz compounds and there is also a preju- 
dice against the writing of such short cuts 
to learning. There are exceptions to this 
general criticism and the little work by 
Dr. Pitfield is such an exception. The 
compend treats the subject in a masterly 
manner. It is really a concentrated man- 
ual, a condensation of the essense of our 
present knowledge of the science of bac- 
teriology. It shows that Dr. Pitfield was 
not only a master in the subject but that 
he also possessed the very commendable 


faculty of selecting the-essentials of the 


manifold branches of the highly special- 
ized science of bacteriology. We recom- 
mend the compend to all who are inter- 
ested in bacteriology, to the student as a 
means for getting at the important essen- 
tials, and to the master in special lines in 
bacteriology as a means for renewing and 
reviewing those branches of the subject 
which have become somewhat dim in his 
memory.—A. S.

makes it of special value to the physicians 
and health officers who have occasion to 
investigate cases of intoxications. The 
work is well up to date on methods of 
technic and on the more important ref- 
erences to the most recent articles on 
modern bacteriological research. The il- 
lustrations are excellent and well chosen. 
The work will also be very useful to the 
student of general bacteriology and to the 
food bacteriologist—A. S.

The present work takes the place of the 
Botany and Pharmacognosy by the same 
author. For some years the teachers in 
Colleges of Pharmacy have been await- 
ing the appearance of a text-book in bot- 
any which would in a measure take the 


place of the work by the late Dr. Bastin. 


The most admirable work by Bastin was 
never properly revised since the death of 
its author. The present volume is a mas- 
terly and modern scientific presentation of 
the subject of botany from the standpoint 
of the pharmacist, the physician and the 
students of economic botany generally. 
The illustrations are unusually fine and 
we note the full descriptions of the text 
figures thus supplementing the informa- 
tion of the text. The volume represents 
an enormous task marvelously well done. 
Work of this kind is deserving of every 
encouragement because the men who are 
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self-sacrificing enough to attempt and 
carry out to a final completion a task of 
this kind are scarce. We note that the. 


author has taken, as a rule, the conserva- 


tive attitude regarding several of the de- 
batable and disputed phases of botanical 
science, as for example the classification 
of the group lichens, the classification of. 
the leguminous root nodule bacteria, and 
a few other points. Chapter VI treats of 
the cultivation of medicinal plants and is 
a very valuable addition to our knowledge 
of this subject. Paper, print and binding 
are excellent—A. S.

“Self-Drugging” Warning. | 


(Special to Oil, Paint.and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Feb. 26, 1915. 


warning against “self-drugging” has 


been issued by the officials of the United 
States Public Health Service, who call at- 


tention to the limitations and dangers sur- | 
rounding the taking of drugs generally. 


The officials say: 


“Don’t prescribe medicine for yourself 
unless you know the amount and kind of 


drugs in the preparation. Don’t take un- 


proven remedies. Don’t take poisonous or 
habit-forming drugs. In other words, don’t 


pour medicine of which you know nothing 


into a body of which you know less. 


“These are the vital points in an article 


published by the U. S. Public Health 
Service in the Public Health Reports of 
February 12, 1915, which discusses the limi- 
tations of self-medication from a different 


point of view to that taken by either the 


ardent advocate of household remedies or 
the persons who unqualifiedly condemn all 
medicines. It is obviously the right of 
every human being to select and take his 
own medicine, provided he does so with- 
out harm to himself or to others. Yet 
so many changes have taken place since 
the days when our grandmothers gave us 
boneset tea or molasses and sulphur as 
spring medicine that modern self-drugging 
may be followed by disastrous effects. 
These may be direct as the result of harm- 
ful agents contained in the medicine itself 
or by reason of an improper method of 
administration. The human body is a 
highly complex organism, and in order 


to efficiently guard himself against pos- 


sible ill effects, it is essentially necessary 
that an individual medicating himself be 
thoroughly informed as to ‘the. nature of 
the body processes as well as to the 
nature and composition of the medicaments 
which it is contemplated to use.” _

With most all of the concentrated 
syrups or crushed fruits you buy, the 
formula for using same is given on 
the jar or jug. 

Simple or Rock Candy Syrup is 


‘used for diluting most of the concen- 


trated stock. There is no need of 
your buying this syrup, make it your- 
self. Get a 10-gallon stone jar or buy 
a percolator and always have a sup- 
ply of the simple syrup on hand ready 


~ for use. 


Add Soda ibis, to all flavors, ex- 
cept phosphate syrups, and be careful 
that all syrups are thoroughly mixed 
before being put into the fountain. 
The proper amount of fruit acid or 
soda foam necessary to make a good 
glass of soda can only be determined 
by experiment and practice. 

Use only the best ingredients in all 
drinks. It is impossible to get the 
best. results, win and hold your trade 
unless pure fruits, syrups, etc., are 
used. Follow directions given on con- 
tainer of fruit syrup you use for mix- 
ing with the simple syrup or rock 
candy syrup. 

To insure cold and evenly eaebo- 
nated soda, see that your carbonated 
water is charged to at least one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds and keep away 
all accumulation of sawdust, etc., from 
the coolers, and keep the cooling 
chamber well filled with ice. 

In serving, put syrup in glass first, 
the ladle holding just enough syrup 
for an ordinary size glass, then turn 
on first the fine stream until the in- 
gredients are thoroughly mixed; then 
put in the ice cream, if it is to be an 
ice cream soda, then turn on the fine 
stream again, finishing with the coarse 
stream, but do not have the soda too 
foamy or running over. 

For serving phosphates, about the 


‘Same proportions are used, but many 


prefer drawing the water first and 
adding the flavor and phosphate last, 
and mix by pouring. 

Never use the fine stream when 
making a solid drink, like Coca Cola, 
etc. 

The above are only suggestions for 


general use. Any one can draw soda, 


but it is’ only the painstaking dis- 
penser that can expect to gain and 
hold trade. Bear in mind that a 
pleased customer is your best adver- 
tisement. 

Simple Syrup—Cold Process. 

Granulated sugar....10 pounds 

Put sugar in a stone crock, pour on 
the water, and agitate with wooden 
paddle until sugar is entirely dis- 
solved. 
A good Syrup Percolator is a su- 
perior substitute for the above or any 
other method. See description and 
prices of several. types on another 
page of this catalogue. 


Simple Syrup—Hot Process. 


12 pounds 

Put water and sugar in kettle, stir 
constantly as it warms, and take off 
the fire just as soon as it begins to 
boil, and strain while hot. 

Where syrup is made by hot process, 
the sugar is likely to re-crystallize, 
therefore this method is advisable only 
where required for immediate use. 

Study each part of your fountain 
until you thoroughly understand its 
mechanism. 

Watch the sanitary condition of 
your fountain. The cleaner and neater 
you keep it, the better trade you will 
have. You cannot be too particular 
about this. 

No matter how untidy or lax a cus- 
tomer may be in his own personal 
appearance, still he admires cleanli- 
ness and neatness in the dress of per-— 
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sons with whom he comes in con- 
tact. Clever dispensers know this. 


‘Keep your fountain well iced. Ina 


Walrus fountain, break the ice in 
small pieces and let the cooling coils 
be covered with ice water. 

Keep clean water in your sinks and 
add a little common baking soda to 
cut the cream from the glasses. 

Flush out the ice compartments of 
your fountain every few days; it will 
help keep things pure and fresh. 

- Wet or sticky soda table tops are 
very objectionable to a _ customer. 


When you wipe off a table top, wipe | 


it dry. 
_ Wash the syrup receptacles, spoons, 
etc., with hot water occasionally. 

Sparkling glassware, shining sil- 
ver, polished mirrors, clean fountain, 
immaculate surroundings, courteous 
treatment, correct dispensing and good 
cold soda will make your Soda Foun- 
tain the best paying department of 
your store. a 

‘Thin tumblers which have been kept 
with the rims standing in crushed ice, 
will retain coldness for a long time 
and help to please patrons. 


Polish for Woodwork. 
Apply very sparingly and after- 
wards rub dry and to a polish. 


Turpentine.......OQne-half Pint 
Benzine........OQne-fourth Pint 


Ammonia, Liquid...One Ounce 

Petrolatum. ...One-fourth Pound 

To mix the above, first melt the 
Petrolatum and mix with the Ben- 
zine. Be very careful not to heat the 
Benzine on account of danger from 
fire. Add the balance of the ingredi- 
ents and shake well to make a perfect 
emulsion. 

To keep your fountain looking well, 
all the woodwork should be cleaned 
occasionally through the season by 
first wiping off all the specks and dirt 
with a soft rag moistened in warm 
water (not a wet rag), and polishing 
with the above emulsion, rubbing the 
woodwork until it shines. 

If your counter has a mahogany 


top, it would be well to clean it with 


a little of this preparation daily. 

‘Wash onyx and marble with warm 
water and soap and wipe carefully. 
Walrus Silver Cream cleans and pol- 
ishes onyx, marble, porcelain and sil- 
verware. 


Removing Stains From Marble. 

Mix quicklime with strong lye to 
the consistency of thick cream and ap- 
ply to the marble surface with a 
brush. Leave the composition in con- 
tact over night and wash off in the 
morning. If this is of no avail, mix 
four ounces soft soap with an equal 


quantity of whiting, add one ounce of © 


caustic soda (sodium hydrate) and 
a half ounce of copper sulphate in 


powder, and boil the whole together 


for 15 minutes. Rub this mixture, 


while still hot, over the marble, using» 


a bit of flannel on a stick for the pur- 
pose. Leave the application in place 
for 24 hours, then wash off and polish. 

Oil stains may be removed by ap- 
plying a paste of common clay and 
benzine. Iron rust and iron inks are 
treated as follows: Butter of anti- 
mony, 1 part; oxalic acid, 2 parts; 
soit water (rain water), 32 parts. 


Dissolve and add whiting or flour to 


the consistency of a thick paste. Ap- 
ply evenly with a brush and leave on 
for a few days. If the stains are still 
visible, repeat the operation. 

The German silver parts of Walrus 
fountains are made of solid German 
silver, no plating about them. Keep 
these parts polished nicely. For these 
parts, use Walrus Metal Polish. 

Thoroughly familiarize yourself with 
the details of the business. Success 
depends largely upon the use of tact, 
common sense and close application. 

The dispenser, the fountain, the 
drink, must be attractive. You will 
lose business if they are not. Cus- 
tomers turn from dirty glasses, spoons, 
sinks, drains, aprons, coats, towels, 
and sloppy service. 

Make a specialty of serving Crushed 
Fruits. They appeal to people as be- 
ing the genuine article. 
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Serve only the popular flavors if 
your fountain be a small one. Quality 
will win where variety may not. 
Cherry, Orange, Lemon, Chocolate, 
Strawberry, Pineapple, Coca Cola, Sar- 
saparilla, Vanilla and Root Beer are 
very desirable. 

Egg drinks are popular and profit- 


able. First learn how to make them 


and then push them. 

Many articles we purchase are ne- 
cessities, but we must be tempted to 
buy soda. 

Always have one or two good mix- 
tures or beverages of your own and 
push the sale of them vigorously, be- 


cause there is a good profit in such 


things and it will help advertise your 
business and make your place popular. 

On special occasions—days when 
something unusual is to take place— 
prepare for it. Get up a special drink, 


give it an appropriate name and ad- 


vertise it. After that occasion is over, 
advertise again—telling the people 
what a good drink it is and how the 
people enjoyed it and what they 
missed by not coming. It pays. 

Do not be dismayed if some one 
asks for something out of the ordi- 
nary. Suggest one of your own spe- 
cial drinks. If formulas should be 
printed for all the drinks that have 
been devised at soda fountains, the 
Congressional Library would scarcely 
hold them. 

It pays well to advertise your soda 


business through any good medium 


that will bring satisfactory results in 


other lines. A window display, ar- 


tistically arranged, is good advertising 


and comparatively inexpensive, but the 


use of printers’ ink is not to be disre- 
garded by the up-to-date soda foun- 
tain dispenser. Instances of good soda 
fountain ads in daily papers show that 
they pay handsomely. Catchy signs 


on clean windows are trade winners. 


A’ tempting fruit display is a good 
trade drawer at any soda fountain. 

Wipe off eggs before displaying 
them at the fountain. 

Your dispenser, among other ileos, 


‘should be a salesman, and he should 


know how to make his own syrup. 
These, in addition to being a good 
and neat dispenser, are important. 
An electric fan over the counter and 
apparatus of your fountain is a splen- 
did idea. It cools the room and drives 


away the flies. 


Be always alive, up and doing. Cre- 
ate unique ideas to popularize your 
business—be clever. Know your busi- 
ness, learn all you can about it—you 
can never know too much. Be a 
leader. | 


-DON’TS FOR THE DISPENSER. 


Don’t join in conversation with cus- 
tomers, unless addressed. 

Don’t display impatience when waiting 
for a customer’s order. 

Don’t argue with your customers. 

Don’t leave the fountain unattended 
while customers are waiting or drinking. 

Don’t fail to make a good impression 
and to satisfy each customer. _ 

Don’t be anything but polite and cour- 
teous to your customers. 

Don’t allow the floor about the fountain . 
to become sloppy or dirty. Customers 
see it. | 
Don’t allow dirty glasses and spoons to 
accumulate, especially on the counter. _ 

Don’t try to hide any part of your foun- 
tain from your patrons. Take a pride in 
showing them that it is spotlessly clean. 

Don’t forget your laundry and manicur- 
ing. Clean linen and fingernails are as 
essential as clean utensils. 

Don’t serve a drink in a wet or | dirty 
glass. 

Don’t place your fingers in or on the 
‘rim of a glass when serving a drink. 

Don’t fill glasses to overflowing. — 

Don’t mix drinks containing’ carbonated 
water by shaking. 

Don’t use your fingers in decorating: a 
drink. . Use fork. 

Don’t mix drinks with a spoon; it liber- 
ates the gas. Where possible, mix by 
pouring. 

Don't reflect on your skill by serving a 
poor drink. | 
- Don’t serve anything but the very best 
of ingredients in all of your beverages. 

Don't have your syrups too thick. They 
will not mix well. 

Don’t make up more of your syrups than 


‘you can use before they sour and then 


try to doctor them. | ? 
Don’t put ice into a drink. with; your 
hands. Use a scoop.

JOHN URI LLOYD IN SAN FRAN- 
CISCO. 


John Uri Lloyd, man of. science, 
writer of most excellent fiction, Panama- 
Pacific Exposition Commissioner from 
the State of Ohio and discoverer of the 
Lloyd method of extracting alkaloids, 
was a recent visitor in San Francisco. 
He was welcomed by leading men of 
San Francisco, among whom were Dr. 
A. L. Hart, chief of the Western Di- 
_ vision Bureau of Chemistry; Dr. J. H. 
Dawson, Treasury Department; Val 
Schmidt, Director of the California Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, and others. On the 
afternoon of February 24th he gave a 
most interesting lecture before the stu- 
dents of the College of Medicine of the 
University of California, on the “Lloyd 
. Method of Extracting Alkaloids.” On 
the evening of the same day he was 
given a dinner and reception in the 
“Fish Room” of the .Hofbrau, where 
he renewed old acquaintances. Among 
those present were R. E. White, Val 
Schmidt, R. H. Dawson, R. E. Eaton, 
F, C. Smith, H. B. Molyneaux, A. L. 
Abrams, F. T. Green and A. Schneider. 
On this occasion Professor Lloyd gave 
a most interesting talk on the “Inor- 
ganic Basis of Life.” He stated that 
future investigations would unquestion- 
ably demonstrate that the chemical com- 
pounds formed the basis of life and not 
the combinations of elements as we 
now know them in the so-called organic 
compounds, pointing to the undeniable 
prior existence of inorganic compounds 


from which all living organic com- 


pounds must have originated. Life was 
simply a matter of colloidal state of 
molecules of the inorganic compounds 
and of the elements. 

After participating in the dedication 
ceremonies of the Ohio State Building 
on February 25th, Prof. Lloyd re- 


turned to Ohio. He will, however, visit 


the Exposition City several times dur- 
ing the year.

STATE LEGISLATURE BILLS OF IN- 
TEREST TO THE DRUG TRADE 
NOW PENDING. 


: Full text of these bills may be had by 
applying to your local Chamber of Com- 
merce or Legislative Representative. 


S. B. 145, A. B. 589—Amends Poison 
Law by naming certain drugs and medi- 
cines which may be sold by general deal- 
ers without restriction. The practical ef- 
fect is to make the Poison Law conform 
to the present Pharmacy Law which con- 
tains this provision in regard to same 
items, 


S. B. 708, A. B. 770.—Amends Pharmacy 
Law by reducing the license fee for gen- 
eral dealers from $8.00 to $2.00 per annum. 


S. B. 812, A. B. 847.—Amends Pure 
Drugs Act by eliminating the provisions 
of Serial Number guarantee and providing 
other forms of guarantee. It provides 
that the guarantee to be effective in this 
State must designate the California Law, 
which would necessitate on all goods pur- 
chased from without the State a different 
wording of guarantee than is usual in 
interstate commerce, which would lead to 
considerable trouble and correspondence. 
A much better amendment is covered in 
S. B. 1048, which recognizes guarantees 
under the National Law. 


S. B. 827.—Amends Section 14 of the 
Pharmacy Law by making it lawful for a 
person not registered to deliver to a cus- 
tomer medicines which have been pre- 
pared by a registered pharmacist. 


S. B. 834, A. B. 632.—Amends Phar- 
macy Law by eliminating license for gen- 
eral dealers and permits sale without re- 
striction of items now sold by them under 
the present law. 


S. B. 1046, A. B. 1037—Amends Pure 
Food Act by eliminating provisions of the 
serial number guarantee and providing for 
other forms of guarantee including the ac- 
ceptance in California of guarantees made 
under National Law. 


S. B. 1048, A. B. 1040—Amends Pure 
Drugs Act by eliminating provisions of the 
serial number guarantee and providing for 


other forms of guarantee including the 
acceptance in California of guarantees 
made under National Law. 


' A. B. 1120—Amends Pharmacy Law by 
transferring Oil Savin Schedule “B” to 
Schedule “A,” and Lysol and Comp. Solu- 
tion Cresol from Schedule “A” to Sched- 
ule “B.” Corrosive Sublimate Tablets and 
Antiseptic Tablets containing Corrosive 


Sublimate are removed from Schedule 


“A,” and an addition is made to Section 9 
by which they, in any quantity, and Pare- 
goric in quantities of more than one ounce, 
cannot be sold except upon physician’s 
prescription. Section 8 is also amended, 
making it unlawful to sell, give away, or

A. B, 207.—Makes unlawful the present 
method of selling Soda Fountains, etc., by 
which the seller retains title until final 
payment and compels the issuance and re- 
cording of a chattel mortgage in order for 
the seller to obtain protection. 


A. B. 240.—Amends Net Container Act. 
Section 3 changed to eliminate exemption 
of commodities intended to be used solely 
for medicines. Otherwise changes present 
laws to conform to National Law. 


A. B. 405.—Refers to standards of 
weights and measures. 


A. B. 899—Amends Poison Law by 
eliminating provision for keeping sales 
record by wholesalers, this not now being 
necessary as records of the Harrison Law 
are now available for State officials, but 
it fails to amend that portion of same sec- 
tion which provides that a copy of all 
orders must be sent to the Board of 
Pharmacy within 24 hours unless the sale 
is recorded in a book kept for that pur- 
pose, and it should be further amended 
to that extent, it also amends the law by 
making the possession of Paragoric in 
packages of more than 1 ounce a mis- 
demeanor. | 

A. B. 1100.—Provides that all articles 
used for Food, Drink, Confectionery. or 
Condiments by man must have name and 
address of manufacturer or packer plainly 
and conspicuously on the package. Name 
of dealer may be added. Practically would 
prevent any dealer establishing a brand 
of his own.—L. & M. Monthly Letter. 
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Great is the telephone. A doctor was

We want to trade with 
and employ men of character, not those 
whose sole claim is that they are cheaper 
than their neighbors. | 


London Drug Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


London, Feb. 6, 1915. 


The drug market in London is featured 
by a purchasing policy based on imme- 
diate requirements only and by a gen- 
erally rising tendency in values, the latter 
most marked, of course, in medicinal chem- 
icals and crude vegetable material, for- 


merly mainly of German. and Austrian 


origin. In the case of fine chemicals, 
however, some progress is being made in 


new domestic production; examples of 


manufacturing enterprise are furnished in 
British-made hexamethylenetetramine, co- 
caine, acetylsalicylic acid, sodium salicy- 
late, terpineol, vanillin, benzaldehyde, hy- 
droquinone, amidol and geranyl acetate, 
and although it cannot be claimed that 
the output is very pretentious, there are 
evidences of a good deal of spade work 


‘in connection with these and other articles 


which ,will yield results in the..near fu- 
ture.

| Meyer Bros. Drug Co.’s Affairs. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


‘St. Louis, Feb.24, 1915. 


Three creditors of the Meyer Bros. 
Company, for which a temporary receiver 
was appointed in the St. Louis Circuit 
Court on February 9, carried the financial 
troubles of the company into the Federal 
court Tuesday, when they filed an in- 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy against 


the company and asked that a receiver be 


appointed by the Federal court: - 
The three creditors taking action in the _ 
Federal court are F. R. Arnold & Co., 
New York, with a $608 claim; E. De 
Raimbouville; New York, $1,320, and W. F. 
Young, Springfield, Mass., $500. 
They allege the drug company, while 
insolvent, committed acts of bankruptcy 
by making H. O. Hurley, of Louisville, 
Ky., a preferred creditor, by paying him 


- $264.60 on January 7 last and by having 


Edwin W. Lee placed in charge as a tem- 
porary receiver under Missouri laws. 

In urging a Federal receiver, these 
creditors say such an appointment would 
make it impossible to secure adequate in- 
surance on stocks and other. assets, and 
keep assets intact pending final hearing. 
They ask the court to direct a public. 
auction or private sale of the drug com- 
pany. The drug company was given until 
March 9 to file answer. ~ 


Offered by Dr. F. E. Stewart, at the 
meeting of the Philadelphia Branch of the 
A..

Although purchasing operations in the 
drug market have reached only. moderate 
proportions within the week, numerous 
additional sharp, - advances have been 
noted in several parts of the list, in 
consequence of a growing scarcity of all 
the coal tar and especially of the car- 
bolic acid derivatives and potash prepa- 
rations. Advances in prices have again 
far outnumbered the concessions and de- 
clines. 

The most pronounced uplifts have thus 
been made in such coal tar derivative ar- 
ticles as antipyrine, myrbane oil, synthetic 
musk and terpineol and in such phenol 
products as U. S. P., carbolic acid, salicy- 
late of soda and salicylic acid, and in such 
potash preparations as cyanide mixture. 
A still stronger undertone has also de- 
veloped in gum benzoin, made from toluol, 
benzoate of soda, methyl salicylate and ar- 
tificial almond oil. 

Sharp advances have also been made in 
quotations for fine powdered needle anti- 
mony, in corn syrup and corn sugar. lyco- 
podium, resorcin crystals, balsam Peru, 
hemlock oil, amber sorts of gum Arabic, 
blue malva flowers, digitalis leaves, laurel 
leaves, red and pale rose leaves and Tin- 
nevelly senna leaves, belladonna atropa 
root, gentian root, Spanish anise seed, 
South American canary seed, celery seed, 
coriander seed, cumin seed and poppy 
seed, chillies or capsicum, No. 2 Batavia 
mace, Acheen and Lampong black pepper 
and Japan and crude montan wax. The 
only declines of consequence have been 
noted in dynamite and crude grades of 
glycerin, in one brand of bergamot oil and 
in some brands of lemon oil and foenu- 
greek seed. | 

With the enforcement of the Harrison 
or Federal opium-cocaine sales registration 
and restriction law, on Monday, all im- 
porters and other handlers of these nar- 
cotics will have to make inventories of 
their stocks. of these goods on hand as 
of March 1, and thereafter have the same 
verified by a notary public or commis- 
sioner of deeds on or prior to March 5. 
Many of the leading houses dealing in 
opium, cocoa leaves, cocaine and all de- 
rivatives and preparations containing these 
narcotics have been engaged in preparing 
preliminary inventories of this character 
within the last week and, although it is 
expected that the enforcement of the new 
law,.in accordance. with the regulations 
made therefor by the Internal Revenue 
_ Bureau, will occasion some temporary in- 
convenience, it is considered unlikely that 
the operation of this statute will interfere 


_ seriously with legitimate traffic in these 
‘drugs. In New York State, however, the 


failure of the State legislators to amend 
the Boylan, or State opium-chloral law, so 
as to conform with the provisions of the 
Harrison law, may cause considerable un- 


‘necessary work on the part of the dealers 


in and dispensers of these drugs in this 
State by compelling them to observe the 


provisions of both laws, by using both 
the National and State order blanks when 


purchasing supplies and by forfeiting the 


‘privileges extended under the Boylan law’s 


exemption in favor of domestic and pro- 
prietary remedies containing heroin. 


THE WAR AND AMERICA’S 
DRUG SUPPLY. 


[From the Pharmaceutical Journal.] 


The interference in the supply of 
drugs caused by the war has much the 
same effect in America as it has: in 
our own country. In an official re- 
port on this matter, Dr. M. I. Wilbert, 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, points out that even the sim- 
plest products like benzol, aniline oil, 
carbolic acid, salicylic acid, and ben- 
zoic acid, are made almost exclusively 
in Europe, and the prices at which 
these several products are being held 
at the present time in America are 
entirely out of keeping with their 
cost of production, were American 
manufacturers equipped with the nec- 
essary apparatus to make them. Ben- 
zoic acid, for instance, is being quoted 
in the United States at ten times 
the price at which it could be pur- 


chased two months ago, while salicylic 


acid commands five times the price 
and phenol ten times the price asked 
for them before the outbreak of the 
war. These inordinately high prices 
must be paid despite the fact that in 
America there are unlimited amounts 
of the raw material, and there is prob- 
ably more coke than in any other 
country in the world. Only a com- 
paratively small amount of this coke 
is now made in by-product plants be-—

Heretofore much 
of the domestic coal-tar was sent to 
Europe to be manufactured there into 
phenol, aniline oil, benzol, toluol, and 
the thousand and one products made 


from them, which in turn were sent 


back to America to be bought at very 
much enhanced values. During the 
year ending June 30, 1913, the coal-tar 
products entered for consumption in 
the United States aggregated a total 
declared value at the port of entry. of 
more than three million pounds ster- 
ling. An important branch of the 
drug and spice industry which has 
as yet not been developed to any 
appreciable extent in the United States 
is the production of volatile oils, per- 
fumes, and related products. Many of 
these oils could be produced in Amer- 
ica from materials imported direct 
from the East or West Indies and 
other tropical or subtropical countries 
not involved in the-present war. As 
an interesting illustration of the need 
for establishing an independent source 
for products of this type, Dr. Wilbert 
instances thymol. 
arda punctata, is an American labiate 
that could be gathered in large quanti- 
ties or cultivated, like peppermint or 
spearmint, for the economic produc- 
tion of thymol.
